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AGAWAM — Like many high school 
students, Lauren Booth and Jeremy Kapinos 
juggle busy schedules in and out of school.

Agawam teen killed In Early deadline 
West Springfield crash

WEST SPRINGFIELD - The acci- 
dent that claimed the life of 16-year-old 
Amanda Croiseteire, an Agawam High 
School sophomore, last week is still 
under investigation, according to West 
Springfield police officials. 

Students at Agawam High School are 
receiving full support from the school 
counselors and the school administra- 
tors are working to help the students 
deal with losing a classmate. 

According to police reports, West 
Springfield Police responded to an ac- 
cident near 109 Morton St. on Nov. 30. 
The driver of the vehicle, whom police 
identified as Vincent Albertson, 22, of 
Agawam, was reportedly driving north 
with four passengers in his car when 
he veered off the road, struck a utility 
pole and flipped onto its side, said West 
Springfield Police Sgt. Hubert Rees. 

Police believe the occupants of the 
vehicle, including Croiseteire, who was 
pronounced dead at the scene, were not 
wearing seatbelts at the time of the 
crash. 


Rees said the accident is still under 
investigation and Albertson has yet to 
be charged with any crimes or viola- 
tions. 

Accident investigators suggested 
speed was a factor due to the tire marks 
they measured at the scene. Those tire 
marks are still being looked at to deter- 
mine the exact speed of the car at the 
time it struck the utility pole. 

Albertson and three others were 
taken to Baystate Medical Center in 
Springfield and then released with mi- 
nor injuries. One of the passengers was 
identified as Janel Thies of Agawam. 

Agawam School Superintendent 
William Sapelli said his office was in- 
formed of the incident over the week- 
end of Dec. 1 and 2 and that a meet- 
ing was immediately set up for 6 a.m. 
Monday, Dec. 3. 

“We gathered our crisis team to- 
gether,’ said Sapelli. “It consists of a 
group of teachers, administrators, and 
counselors.” 

A strategy was discussed and ex- 
ecuted as counselors were pulled from 
other buildings in the school district to

Amazon sales 


tax a welcomed 
decision 


he deal announced Wednesday, Dec. 

12 between Amazon.com and the 
Commonwealth is a good beginning in 
what we hope is a continued effort to en- 
act a sales tax for all online purchases. 

Though the measure does not take effect 
until next November, it is an early Christ- 
mas 2013 present for many local mom 
and pop shops. The finalized negotiation 
could not have come at a better time for 
Massachusetts’ own financial plight, and 
for small businesses that are continuing a 
losing battle against sales tax free online 
entities. 

Purchases made online for goods and 
services sold by out-of-state sales giants 
with no physical presence here amounted 
to a 6.25 percent bargain for online mer- 
chants that most local mom and pop shops 
could never compete against. 

We agree with the assessment of the new 
deal by Jon Hurst, president of the Retail- 
er Association of Massachusetts, who told 
the Boston Globe, “It’s a very big win for 
Main Street. Small merchants will com- 
pete price-wise and service-wise.” 

What this also amounts to is poten- 
tially more real estate being sold or built 
and more jobs being created, as Amazon 
will now need to acquire regional ware- 
houses for distribution to improve ship- 
ping times. 

That said, we urge our state and federal 
legislators to continue to work at enact- 
ing an equitable sales tax structure for 
all Internet sellers - not just Amazon. We 
agree with our governor that one way to 
ensure this happens across the board is 
for language to be drafted at the federal 
level. However, if the state can leverage 
itself against Amazon, it surely could try 
the same strategy for eBay and overstock. 
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com among many others. We don’t have 
to wait for the fed’s blessing or procras- 
tination. 

Most mom and pop shops in our imme- 
diate region don’t have robust online sales 
strategies or divisions - if at all. If online 
shoppers have to now pay for an online 
sales tax, the hope is many consumers will 
instead pay homage to the visible busi- 
nesses that are supporting their local com- 
munities. Now that Amazon has to charge 
a Sales tax, many of these same businesses 
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should also strongly consider getting into 
the online retail business in addition to 
their brick and mortar holdings. Perhaps 
the state and area chambers of commerce 
could help local businesses facilitate that 
e-commerce transition better through SBA 
grants, incentives and free training? 
While the state estimates tens of mil- 
lions generated from just the Amazon 
deal, if this agreement applied across the 
entire cyber retail world, the potential is 
there for a huge financial windfall in Mas- 


sachusetts. Our state loses about $335 
million annually in lost sales tax revenues 
to online sales. And an estimated $108 
million of what the state could potentially 
earn annually from charging an online 
sales tax would go to transportation infra- 
structure and school building assistance 
funds. 

We praise the Amazon deal, but also 
urge our state and federal leaders to make 
online sales taxes apply to the full catalog 
of online retail entities.

AHS Class of ’23 report 


To the editor: 

In the Dec. 6 issue of the Agawam Advertise 
News, “Yesterday’s Hometown News” columnist 
Walt Willard speculates that the first Agawam 
High graduating class was the class of 1923, but 
official records do not support his theory. Aga- 
wam’s Annual Town Report for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1922, includes a report from the School 
Committee that states, “During the present year 
[the 1922-23 school year] we have, as you know, 
no seniors in our High School. The coming year 


[1923-24 school year] we must, of course, make 
provision for such a class.” 

Walter states that we probably didn’t have a 
finished school auditorium to hold commence- 
ment exercises for the graduating class of 1923, 
but that was not true. The same school committee 
report mentioned above states, “On the evening 
of Dec. 8, 1922, the Agawam High School was 
dedicated. Although that night was very stormy, 
an attendance of more than a thousand crowded 
the magnificent auditorium to listen to the dedica- 
tory exercises.” 

Although Mr. Willard was unable to locate 
the 1923 West Springfield High yearbook, 92 
students graduated that year (87 graduated the 
following year). Four of the 1923 graduates, all 
female, were Agawam residents. Their names and 
addresses were as follows: Elthea Campbell, Aga- 
wam (no street given); Anna Kane, Main Street, 
Agawam; Verna Perry, Sunrise Terrace, Agawam; 
Lucy Slight, South Street, Agawam.

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Cookies for two 


I love freshly baked cookies! Very rarely 
do I eat a cookie that is not homemade. But 
baking an entire batch of cookies for only 
two people usually results in 
leftover cookies that are no 
longer ‘freshly baked,’ so I 
had to find a solution. 

When I prepare a batch of 
cookies, rather than baking 
them all at once, I place the

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necessary to bake them. When I am looking 
for freshly baked cookies, I take out about 
six frozen pieces, place them on a cookie 
sheet and bake them on the middle rack of 
the oven according to the directions on the 
freezer bag. There is no need to thaw cook- 
ies before baking, but they 
may need a minute or two 
extra to bake if still frozen. 

If you are using rolled 
cookie dough with a cook- 
ie cutter, freeze the cookies 
after cutting the forms. But

or parchment paper, and 
place them in the freezer for 
about 20 minutes or until the 
dough is hard enough to keep from sticking 
together. I then transfer the frozen cookie 
dough to a freezer bag that is marked with 
the name of the cookie, the required oven 
temperature, and the number of minutes

and cutting them into bars. 
I also strongly recommend 
using a disposable alumi- 
num pan when baking bar cookies as they 
are sometimes impossible to remove from a 
glass or metal baking pan if there is a gooey 
ingredient such as caramel ice cream top- 


ping. 


In this recipe, and in most of my cookie 
recipes, I use two eggs yolks rather than one 
whole egg. I find that the two yolks give my 
cookies a light and flaky texture. You may 
substitute a whole egg for the two yolks if 
you wish, but I usually save the egg whites 
for my breakfast. 


Cranberry Orange Nuggets - 375° 
oven 


2 sticks butter, room temperature 
1/4 tsp. salt 

2/3 C. sugar 

2 egg yolks 

2 tsp. orange extract

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and continue to beat until well blended. Stir 
in cranberries. Wrap dough in plastic wrap 
and refrigerate for at least 2 hours.

CHICOPEE — Undersecretary of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development Aaron Gornstein held a recent press con- 
ference in Chicopee City Hall to discuss fuel assistance for 
low income families in Western Massachusetts. He said the 
federal government has given Massachusetts an additional 
$8.2 million to fund the Low Income Home Energy Assis- 
tance Program this year, which brings the total the state ex- 
pects to get to $141 million. “We expect to be able to assist 
200,000 households,” Gornstein said, adding that typically, 
about 20,000 of those are in Western Massachusetts. 

Eligibility is based on household gross annual income and 
people who rent may receive fuel assistance, even if their 
heat is included in their rent. Applications and more infor- 
mation are available through the Valley Opportunity Council 
at 413-552-1554 or the Massachusetts Heat Line at 1-800- 
632-8175. 

The program pays for oil, electricity, natural gas, propane, 
kerosene and wood. A family of four can earn no more than 
$60,137 and a single person can earn no more than $31,211 
to be eligible for assistance. 

VOC Executive Director Stephen Huntley said they have 
received 12,000 applications so far and the agency expects to 
receive another 10,000 in the coming months. They are the 
center for fuel assistance for all of Hampden County, except 
for Springfield. “The number of people who turn in applica- 
tions has gone up in recent years,” he said, adding people 
should not try to heat their homes in an unsafe manner by 
using heating sources such as a stove or oven. “All they need 
to do is fill out an application and we will do everything we 
can to help them,” he said. 

Senior citizens often fail to apply, thinking that others 
are more needy. But he urges them to take advantage of the 
funds that are available. “You may not think you are eligible. 
But the government is saying they can help, so please apply 
and apply early,” he said. “It’s like the lottery. You can’t win 
if you don’t play.” 

Applying as early as possible is important, since although 
the amount of federal aid has increased, last year the state 
supplemented the fund with an additional $10 million, which 
will not be possible this year due to a shortfall in the bud- 
get. 

However, Huntley told the Chicopee Register, sister paper 
to the Agawam Advertiser News, that many people/families 
who apply for fuel assistance discover that additional forms 
of assistance are available to them, such as money to pay for 
food and discounts for other utilities. “Nine times out of 10, 
we hook people up with other programs,” he explained. 

During the press conference, Gornstein also addressed 
homelessness, along with Governor Deval Patrick’s goal of 
producing 10,000 new multi-family units of housing per year 
as well and final regulations that the Department of Housing 
and Community Development filed regarding the Common- 
wealth’s Emergency Assistance system for homeless people. 
“In July, legislation was passed with new eligibility require- 
ments for families,’ he said, adding there has been a shift 
to prevent homelessness, rather than addressing the problem 
after it occurs. 

People who qualify for help include victims of domestic 
violence; victims of fire, floods or another natural disaster; 
tenants who have been evicted through no fault of their own 
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and families who are living doubled up in housing where 
there is a health or safety risk. 

In the past, they have been housed in motels but since 
July, there has been a 16 percent reduction in their numbers, 
thanks to the state’s effort to prevent the problem and create 
more affordable housing. It includes money to help families 
pay back rent and utility bills. “And we are trying to fix up 
and preserve state housing as we know there is a tremendous 
need and a serious housing shortage,’ Gornstein said. 

In July, there were 170 homeless families housed in motels 
in Chicopee. At press time, that number had been reduced to 
149 families. 

Gornstein encourages people who are on the verge of 
homelessness to contact HAP Housing in Springfield at 413-

Fuel assistance help 
available at senior center

AGAWAM — While the temperatures this week 
have been higher than average for this time of year, 
many residents are still concerned with how to pay 
for home heating this winter. Thanks to an additional 
$8.2 million in funding for the Low Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP), commonly 
referred to as fuel assistance, as well as an increase 
in income guidelines, more families may be able to 
defray those high heating costs. 

According to Pam Votzakis, outreach advocate at 
Agawam Senior Center, nearly 100 people have al- 
ready applied for the fuel assistance program since 
the application process began in August. It runs until 
April 30, 2013, she said. 

Many of those applicants are seniors living on fixed 


incomes, but anyone is eligible to apply as long as 
they meet the income guidelines, she said. Once their 
application is received, residents will be notified if 
they are accepted and how much help they will be 
given. 

This year, the income guidelines have increased 
slightly, said Votzakis. For a family of one, total in- 
come must not exceed $31,271; for a family of two 
— $40,893; family of three — $50,515; family of four 
— $60,137; and family of five — $69,759. 

Votzakis said she will meet with seniors (and other 
eligible residents) to help them with the application 
process from now until the April 30 deadline. 

“Even though my office is based out of the senior 
center, I see pretty much anybody who needs help fill- 
ing out the paperwork,’ she said 

In order to fill out the application, applicants must 
bring their Social Security number, photo identifica- 
tion, proof of address, proof of income, any pension, 
current utility bills (phone, electric and fuel), real 
estate tax bill, water-sewer bill, homeowner’s (or 
renter’s) insurance; mortgage bill (if applicable), and 
if a renter, a current lease agreement and rental infor- 
mation form. 

The application process itself is relatively quick, 
but it will take anywhere from six to eight weeks for 
applicants to learn if eligible. 

“The recipients don’t receive a check for the 
amount they’ve been awarded,’ Votzakis said. 

The Valley Opportunity Council (VOC), which 
serves communities in Hampden County (with the 
exception of Springfield), will notify the heating 
vendor the homeowner patronizes of the amount 
awarded. That vendor then bills VOC directly for 
usage between the allotted dates of Nov. 1 through 
April 30. Homeowners do not need to send in the bills 
themselves. 

First-time applicants may call the VOC at 413-552- 
1548 or visit valleyopp.com for information on how 
to apply or may contact Votzakis at 821-0604. 

Once an account has been established, a homeown- 
er need not apply in person every year.

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Junior Legion baseball team 
announced for Agawam 


AGAWAM - The town of Agawam and specifically Le- 
gion Post 185 has been awarded a Junior Legion baseball 
program starting for play in 2013. The Jr. Legion program 
is an extension of the senior team and will compete against 
other towns throughout Western and Central Mass that have 
junior programs.

decades of dance

AGAWAM — Thirty-five years ago, 
Grace Benton began a parish program at St. 
John’s Church to teach children’s dance and 
women’s wellness. Ten years later, it became 
a business called Dancers N Motion and a 
part of her life that has brought her many 
blessings. 

“It makes me so happy just seeing so 
many of the young children grow up and go 
on to other dance schools, competitions or 
that they’ve got a role in the Nutcracker,” 
said Benton. “It gives me great pride when 
they check in and tell me what they’re doing. 
To still remain part of their lives, even when 
they’ve moved on, is just a blessing.” 

Benton teaches children’s dance classes 
after school on Mondays and Thursdays 
for pre-school dance, tap, jazz, ballet and 
pointe. The ages in the after school program 
range from 3 to 10 years and recitals are held 
every June. 

Benton was trained by Dance Educators of 
America in New York and taught at the Mary 
Ann Studio of Dance. Her favorite style of 
dance is freestyle ballet. 

Dance students who have grown up now 
bring their own children to Dancers N Mo- 
tion classes at St. John’s Church for their 
first lessons. 

“Its become like an intergenerational pro- 
gram but 2013 will probably be the last year 
for children’s classes,’ said Benton. “It’s 
been a difficult thing to decide because we 
dance and laugh and be silly. Little ones just 
love it. It’s a nice outlet but I will continue 
to expand adult classes for former adult stu- 
dents who want to dust off their shoes for a 
last curtain call.” 

Also from the beginning, Dancers N Mo- 
tion included women’s exercise classes. They 
are currently held on Mondays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays, and each class is a workout 
“mish-mash” of stretching, weights, yoga, 


kickboxing and dance. 

“Our ladies group is great. They come 
from every walk of life and they are just so 
warm and supportive of each other,’ said 
Benton. “The friendships and support sys- 
tem that they give each other is incredible. 
Some have been coming for 20 or 25 years.” 

Benton will begin a new diet wellness pro- 
gram for women in January. Participants will 
meet every Wednesday and work on journal- 
ing what they eat, calculate their calories and 
add the benefits of exercise. 

“There’s more to it than losing weight; 
most of it is diet awareness. It’s the educa- 
tion part that’s the most important,’ said 
Benton, a registered nurse by day at Baystate 
Medical Center. 

Participants will have the option to use a 
smartphone app with the program and gain 
incentives as they complete and continue the 
program. 

“Its important for women to take care of 
themselves because they’re just so busy by 
nature to be caregivers. They work outside 
the home, they help their young families, 
care for their parents, and they often forget 
about themselves,” said Benton. 

A mother of two sons who holds families 
near and dear to her heart, Benton will host 
a special children’s story hour at St. John’s 
Church on the morning of Saturday, Dec. 
22; 

“This will give parents an opportunity to 
drop their children off and have a couple 
hours to themselves for last-minute Christ- 
mas errands,’ said Benton. 

The “Night Before Christmas” Story Hour 
will take place from 9:30 to 11 a.m. at St. 
John’s Church. Mrs. Claus will be in atten- 
dance to read the famous holiday story. The 
free event will also include crafts and break- 
fast for children.

Local refinancing boom

Falling interest rates generated by rounds 
of “quantitative easing” at the Federal Re- 
serve have set off a home refinancing boom 
in the Pioneer Valley, and those involved in 
the boom (both bankers and retailers) express 
optimism that it will spread in the coming 
years and become a boom in the financing of 
home purchases. 

The underlying fact is simple: interest 
rates on mortgage loans have declined dra- 
matically and appear very likely to stay low. 
Glenn McCarthy, vice president of Hampden 
Bank, provided figures. In 2010, the interest 
rates on a 30-year fixed mortgage were in a 
range from 4 5/8 to 5 1/2 percent while the 
rates on a 15-year mortgage ranged from 4 
1/8 percent to 4 7/8 percent. 

Butin 2011, the rates for mortgages of both 
types fell considerably, and in 2012 they fell 
again, so that a 30 year mortgage loan now 
involves interest of only 3 1⁄2 percent inter- 
est, and 15 year, only 2 7/8 percent. 

These rates have fallen as a consequence

of decisions by the Federal Reserve, McCar- 
thy said. Further, all indications are that we 
are still in a “long period of low rates” that 
will continue into 2014, which is good news 
not only for continued refinancing business 
but for the prospect of lending for the pur- 
chase of homes in 2013 and beyond. 

There are at least three reasons why some- 
one refinances a house: to raise cash, perhaps 
for home improvements, furnishing, and so 
forth; to lower the monthly payments going 
forward; or to shorten the period of time in 
which the borrower will have to continue 
making those payments; that is, for example, 
moving from a 30-year to a 15-year mort- 
gage. Heidi Leonard, the head of mortgage 
loans for the Pioneer Valley at Berkshire 
Bank, said she has customers who have got- 
ten into 15-year mortgages on a refinancing 
option that involved monthly payments no 
higher than what they previously had been

$118,600 for violation 


AGAWAM - A printing company in 
Agawam has paid a penalty of $118,600 
to settle claims by the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) that it vio- 
lated the federal Clean Air Act. 

Suddekor, Inc., which is owned by a 
German company, is an international 
manufacturer of décor printed papers lo- 
cated on Bowles Road in Agawam. At its 
local facility, paper is printed with inks 
that contain hazardous air pollutants. The 
printed paper is used in the manufacture 
of counter tops and furniture. 

According to a press release issued 
Dec. 6, the EPA determined that the fa- 
cility had the potential to emit sufficient 
pollutants to be subject to the Clean Air 
Act National Emission Standards for 
Hazardous Air Pollutants for Printing 
and Publishing Facilities and to require a 
Title V operating permit under the Clean 
Air Act. 

Hazardous air pollutants can pose seri- 
ous risks to the public, and it is critical 
that manufacturers comply with environ- 
mental laws and regulations to minimize 
pollution and potential risks to people 
from exposure to chemicals. 


Suddekor has now submitted the noti- 
fications and reports required by federal 
regulations for printing and publishing 
facilities, according to the press release. 
Company officials have also outlined 
how they will comply in the future and 
have applied for the required Title V op- 
erating permit. The facility has also been 
able to reduce its hazardous air pollutant 
emissions over time through use of more 
environmentally friendly inks. 

The EPA action grew out of a joint 
EPA and Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection inspection of 
the facility in April 2011. 

According to its website, www.sud- 
dekorllc.com, Suddekor opened its doors 
in Agawam in 2000 with a goal to create, 
print, and supply décor papers through- 
out North America. The facility operates 
two high-speed, seven-foot wide produc- 
tion printing presses, two lab printing 
machines and a gravure cylinder engrav- 
ing unit, along with design, sales and ad- 
ministrative offices.

Utilities assessed $24.8 
million in penalties 


BOSTON — Energy and Environmental Af- 
fairs Secretary Rick Sullivan this week joined 
Department of Public Utilities (DPU) Chair 
Ann Berwick and DPU Commissioners to 
announce the findings of DPU’s investigation 
into the electric utilities’ responses to Tropi- 
cal Storm Irene and the October 2011 snow- 
storm. The DPU ordered a total of $24.8 mil- 
lion in penalties, all of which will be returned 
to the utilities’ customers. 

National Grid faces the steepest penalty, 
at $18.7 million; NSTAR has been ordered 
to pay $4.1 million; and Western Massachu- 
setts Electric Company (WMECo) to pay $2 
million. Recognizing that outages are inevi- 
table in storms of this magnitude, the DPU 
concluded that all of the utilities failed in 
their public safety obligation when it came 
to responding to local public safety officials 
regarding downed wires. 

“As the number of serious weather events 
has risen dramatically in Massachusetts, it’s 
crucial for ratepayers to have electric service 
that is both safe and reliable,” said Sullivan. “I 
am grateful to the Department of Public Utili- 
ties for its thorough investigation into these 
storm responses and we are hopeful that its 
findings, penalties, and directives will ensure 
improved preparedness and services during 
weather events in the future.” 

In the case of National Grid, the DPU found 
systematic failures in the company’s prepara- 
tion for and response to both storms and or- 
dered that National Grid undergo a compre- 
hensive, third-party management audit of its 
capacity for responding to emergency events. 
Like the other companies, National Grid 
failed to effectively coordinate with the towns 
affected by the storms. Additionally, it left lo- 
cal public safety officials standing by downed 
wires for as long as several days, had a seri- 
ously inadequate response for priority facili- 
ties like nursing homes and sewage treatment 
plants, and secured too few crews, too late. 
The DPU also observed that it had warned 
and penalized National Grid for similar be- 
haviors in the December 2010 snowstorm. 

With respect to NSTAR, nearly half of 
whose customers lost power during Tropi- 
cal Storm Irene, the DPU found that in many 
important respects the company performed 
reasonably under the circumstances, includ- 
ing pre-storm preparations and post-storm 
damage assessment. However, the DPU de- 
cided that in many instances the company 
took far too long to respond to priority calls 
from public safety officials regarding downed 
wires and did a poor job of communicating 
with customers. In the October snowstorm, 
many customers received phone calls from 
NSTAR announcing that their power had 
been restored, when in fact they were still in 


the dark. The DPU also ordered NSTAR to 
make certain improvements to its vegetation 
management program. 

Since WMECo was not hit hard by Tropical 
Storm Irene, the DPU investigated WMECo’s 
actions only for the October snowstorm. The 
DPU found that, overall, the company man- 
aged the storm well, including preparatory 
activities and escalation of its response as the 
storm threatened to worsen and then became 
more serious than originally expected. How- 
ever, the DPU’s order does require that the 
company improve its communications with 
life-support customers, who rely on electricity 
for their medical needs. As it did for NSTAR 
and National Grid, the DPU criticized and 
penalized WMECo for its response to local 
safety officials who contacted the company 
regarding downed electric wires. The DPU 
notes that WMECo experienced nearly three 
times more outages than in the 2008 ice storm 
and that it has noticeably improved its emer- 
gency response since then. 

“The DPU understands that there will be 
many thousands of outages in bad storms 
like Tropical Storm Irene and the October 
snowstorm. These will not be the last severe 
storms we see, and the public cannot expect 
that the utilities can prevent outages in events 
of this magnitude,” said DPU Chair Ann Ber- 
wick. “On the other hand, public safety will 
remain our absolutely highest priority, and we 
will not tolerate inadequate responses to local 
public safety officials. Additionally, in this 
day and age, we expect competent communi- 
cations with towns and customers alike.” 

The three utilities are required to submit 
their plans for penalty payment to the DPU 
within 30 days. The DPU also announced 
several actions it is taking to further address 
the electric utilities’ emergency preparation 
and response, as well as service quality more 
generally. These actions include an inves- 
tigation into modernizing the electric grid; 
a review of the utilities’ service quality and 
service quality standards; a rule-making to 
implement new emergency response and veg- 
etation management provisions set forth in 
Chapter 216 of the Acts of 2012; and a review 
of the utilities’ existing emergency response 
plans and the Department’s emergency re- 
sponse guidelines. 

The extensive investigation included 16 
public hearings, 13 evidentiary hearings and 
more than 1,200 exhibits. The DPU examined 
the companies’ efforts to restore electric pow- 
er and all communications with affected com- 
munities. The DPU also reviewed whether the 
companies compiled with DPU regulations 
and fully implemented their Emergency Re- 
sponse Plans, which were filed in May 2011.

paying on a 30-year loan. 

Monica Dussault, of the Century 21 in Chicopee, which 
is among those realtors seeing a pick-up in refinancing, told 
Agawam Advertiser News that the reduction in payments is 
the most common of those reasons. Furthermore, she said 
although “there will be market fluctuations,” rates “will stay 
low for some time to come.” 

As Ted Cassell, of Park Square Realty in Feeding Hills 
explained, the rule of thumb is in taking advantage of low- 
ered rates for refinancing. “You want to see it [the interest 
rate] come down by at least a percentage point’ before it 
is worthwhile to refinance. Otherwise — if you do so on the 
basis of a half point, for example, “it will take too long to 
recoup your costs.” 

It is less scary to refinance an existing loan than it is to 
take out a new loan for the purpose of buying a house, market 
participants agree — and we live in risk-averse times. 

Some people are buying residences as an investment, 
with an eye to renting them out, Cassell said. In general, he 
shares Dussault’s and McCarthy’s optimism about the com- 
ing year.
